DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see remarks, filed 03/23/2010, with respect to claims 1-24 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-24 have been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-24 are allowed over the present prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A device to 
move a test strip to and from a meter device comprising a pressing element which can 
move the strip into the body and out of the body, the pressing element is opposed by a 
fixed immovable surface allowing only one strip to enter the body at a time, such a 
device is not taught or fairly suggested by the present prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
